Great Britain has notified the United 
States that she contemplates sending 
a British warship to the west coast of 
Nicaragua if further fighting and @is- 
order continues to threaten British lives 
and properties. 

The British statement or warning was 
communicated Tuesday to Charles C. 
Eberhardt, the American Minister at 
Managua, by the British charge d’af- 
faires. Eberhardt cabled the statement 
to the department here and Secretary 
of State Kellogg last night made it pub- 
lic, together with a brief statement of 
his owh. Mr. Eberhardt’s dispatch to 
the department said: 

“The following has today been re- 
ceived from Mr. Paterson, the British 
charge d'affaires in Managua: 

“‘I have the honor to inform your 
excellency that in the absence of guar- 
antees from the Nicaraguan and United 
States governments for the protection 
of the lives and properties of British 
subjects in the event of further street 
fighting, incendiarism and pillage, in 
the threatened districts of this republic, 
his Britannic majesty’s government are 
reluctantly contemplating the dispatch 
of a man of war to the western coast 
of Nicaragua. 


Thanks U. 8S. Government. 


“It is with pleasure that I am in- 
structed to inform your excellency that 
his majesty’s government thanks the 
government of the United States once 
more for its assistance and still con- 
tinues to rely thereon.’ ” 

Upon its receipt, Secretary Kellogg 
last night said. 

“Admiral Latimer has been instructed 
from the beginning to protect foreign 
as well as American lives and property 
and is doing everything he can to do 
so.” 

Admiral Latimer will be notified of 
the State Department’s reaction to the 
British statement and it is assumed 
that American marines will redouble 
their efforts to effectively stamp out 
even sporadic fighting which endangers 
American or foreign lItves and proper- 
ties.

annuities ranging from $5,000 to $10,-

In an interpretation given today of 
the annuity clauses of the will of the 
renowned ironmaster, financier and 
philanthropist, the United States cir- 
cuit court of appeals, in a decision by 
Judge Victor B. Woolley, ruled that the 
moneys with which the Home Trust 
Co. of New York, executor and trustee 
of the Carnegie estate, pays the annual 
gifts to these notables and 40 others, 
personal friends and employes of Mr. 
Carnegie, is derived from trust funds, 
and is “income” within the meaning 
of the Federal tax laws, and amenable 
to taxation. 

The court set aside the ruling of 
Judge Schoonmaker, of the United 
States district court at Pittsburgh, who 
in a test suit filed by the estate of John 
W. Beatty, a director of the Carnegie 
institute at Pittsburgh, held that 45 
annuities were outright gifts by Mr. 
Carnegie and not assessable under the 
income tax laws. Mr. Beatty received 
annuity of $5,000.

An accusation that Maj. R. A

Telegrams Are Cited. 


“Did the Crouse-Hinds Co. Tepresen- 
tatives have anything to do with the, 
writing of the specifications?” | 

“Yes,” replied Moller. “I wanted the 
specifications not to exclude other bid- 
ders, so I asked their help to that end.” 

Representative Gibson then read a 
telegram sent from Moller to the 
Crouse-Hinds Co., asking for specimen | 
specifications. 

“Yes, sir,” said Moller. “I asked 
them to send them down. They mailed | 
them. I did not use them.” ; 

“Then what does this telegram mean, | 
sent by you to the Crouse-Hinds Co. on | 
the same date?” asked Gibson, reading: | 

“‘*May have to change specifications. | 
Where can I reach Mackall by telephone | 
Wednesday?’ ”’ | 

Mackall is K. W. Mackall, engineer of | 
the Crouse-Hinds Co. Moller said that 
he did not remember. 

Representative Hammer 
saying: 

“I have not been in on any of the 
conferences and I don’t know what is 
coming except that these questions 
seem to indicate that something may | 
have been bought that should not have 
been bought.

Crouse-Hinds Bid Low. 


The next questions and answers 
elicited the admission that the speci- 
fications were issued to prospective 
bidders only thirteen days before bids 
were required to be in, accompanied 
by blueprints and detailed wiring dig- 
grams, with locations of Washington 
streets named where the diagrammed 
wiring was to be installed. Gibson 
asked if this was not too short a time 
to let other bidders make the neces- 
sary surveys, but Moller thought not. 

Moller said, in answer to questions, 
that the Crouse-Hinds Co. was not the 
lowest bidder on the first proposals. 
Gibson then introduced a note written 
by him to District Purchasing Agent 
Hargrove saying that ‘the Crouse-Hinds’ 
bid was lowest. He subsequently told 
how he ordered a larger number of 
signals than needed in order to get 
the Crouse-Hinds bid figured so it 
would be lowest. Asked if this was not 
irregular procedure, he said he advised 
with everyone about it and specifically 
stated that he told former Commis- 
sioner Cuno H. Rudolph that the 
Crouse-Hinds bid was not lowest. All 
signals that have been bought have 
been purchased from the Crouse-Hinds 
concern. 


Admits Disregarding Order. 


The specifications had been written, 
Moller said, for “one or more” signal 
lights. The bid of the Essco Co., of Pe- 
oria, Ill., was lowest on any number 
of signals up to 94. Above that number 
the Crouse-Hinds price would be slight- 
ly lower. 

“Did the other bidders know that you 
were going to buy signals?”

One man committed suicide here 
yesterday, another tried to and 
changed his mind, while two others 
were discovered before self-adminis- 
tered poison had finished its work. 


Another suicide was reported from 
Piscataway, Md., 20 miles from Wash- 
ington, where a 70-year-old man fired 
a charge of buckshot into his temple. 

Joseph B. Bassinger, 26 years old, a 
patient at St. Elizabeths hospital, took 
his life by hanging himself from a 
wire screen in a ward of the hospital. 
His body was found by Frank Taylor, 
the ward superintendent, who cut the 
rope and called Dr. W. N. Kenna. The 
latter pronounced Bassinger dead, and 
Coroner J. Ramsay Nevitt issued a cer- 
tificate of suicide. 

Thomas M. Underwood, 70 years old, 
was the man who committed suicide 
at Piscataway. He has been grieving 
over the death of his son, Edward Un- 
derwood, who committed suicide in 
1918. 

Underwood was a former sheriff and 
@ member of the Maryland house of 
delegates. Members of his family heard 
the report, and found him in his room 
with the shotgun lying nearby. 

Edward Campbell, 21 years old, 140 
Twelfth street southeast, walked into 
Emergency hospital yesterday. and told 
physicians that he had swallowed a 
quantity of poison in an attempt to 
end his life. Physicians immediately 
administered an antidote and Camp- 
bell’s condition last night was said to 
be not serious.

| The committee is to take up the 
resolution at another session today, 
and unless the President and Mr. Kel- 
logg approve it, administration leaders 
of the Senate are prepared to carry 
their fight from the committee réom to 
the floor. 

Senators Edge. New Jersey; Moses, 
New Hampshire, and Lenroot, Wiscon- 
sin, led the fight against the measure, 
arguing that a visit of the committee 
to the Central American § republics 
might embarrass the administration in 
the controversy with Mexico over oil 
and land laws and in its handling of 
the Nicaragua situation. 


Democrats Support Plan. 


Democratic senators generally sup- 
ported the proposal for the committee 
to move Southward this spring and 
after the meeting there were some sug- 
gestions that several members might 
make the trip even should the Senate 
fail to authorize an official visit. 
|Democrats argued that since the 
Senate would be called upon to con- 
sider any treaties that may grow out 
of the present situations in Mexico and 
Nicaragua the foreign relations com- 
mittee should avail itself of an oOp- 
portunity to get first-hand informa- 
tion of conditions. 

Administration senators were not so 
much opposed to this as they were to 
‘the methods in which it was proposed 
to bring it*about. Some of them took 
‘the position that since the adminis- 
tration has the responsibility of con- 
ducting foreign affairs it should have 
been consulted. 


Kellogg Is Silent. 


During the day, Secretary Kellogg, 
who is ill at his home, discussed the 
Borah resolution with State Depart- 
ment officials, but they said later that 
he had made no statement as to his 
attitude. It would cause no surprise, 
however, if he communicated with 
Senator Borah tomorrow.

Protection on Loans.

“The real reason why we are in Nica- 
ragua is difficult to say, but so far as 
we are able to ascertain it is to pro- 
tect the loans of a few American cor- 
porations. There is a group. of finan- 
clers in New York, I am informed, that 
will soon take over railroad properties 
from the existing Nicaraguan govern- 
ments. 

“The claim that we are there to pro- 
tect American canal treaty rights is the 
fllmsiest of pretexts and unworthy of 
the Department of State.

Members 
who, during the current session, storm- 
ed mightly as to their belief in the 
absolute powers of the Senate, failed 
yesterday morning to heed the request 
or demand of the sergeant-at-arms 
that they heed the call of the upper 
branch of Congress.

VETERANS OF CRACK 
YANKEE UNIT REUNITE 


Looking very much different, in a 
sartorial sense, than they did in those 
terrible days at Verdun, 100 veterans 
of the crack Twenty-sixth (Yankee) 
division gathered for a reunion at the 
Wardman Park hotel last night.

It is a happy thought, this proposal to in- 
vestigate the misdoings of the government it- 
self. The Senate has investigated other mat- 
ters, but it has never yet inspected the broad 
and inviting field of international intercourse. 
The opportunity should not be neglected. The 
committee should be financed with the paltry 


$10,000 asked for, and more. It should not 
be confined to that amount. After covering 
the Mexican and Nicaraguan fields it should 


proceed to China, where the government of the 
United States has been acting in a peculiar if 
not incriminating manner. A dip into soviet 
Russia would doubtless be a congenial and 
fertile errand. Thence to France, for an in- 
quiry into the true motives of the French gov- 
ernment in regard to the debt settlement; a 
couple of weeks at Geneva, to investigate the 
preparatory arms conference; a run down into 
the Mediterranean, in order to expose the in- 
wardness of the Italo-Hispano-Franco-Anglo- 
Albano-Turco-Serbo-Abyssinian situation; and 
thence leisurely home in time for the first ses- 
sion of the Seventieth Congress.

EXTENSION OF LIFE, 


It is said that every child born in England 
has an expectation of twelve years’ longer life 
than its grandparents. There are many con- 
tributing factors to the increasing span of 
life, among which, of course, is the increased 
medical and. surgical knowledge which the 
world gains from year to year. Gradually 
man’s age limit is being extended, so much 
so that rules of ‘‘how to live to be a hundred’’ 
no longer provoke smiles. In Chicago recently, 
at a meeting of the Congress of Mediccal Edu- 
cation and Licensure, five simple rules for 
longevity were laid down which, according to 
the experts, would give the infant a life ex- 
pectancy of 100 years as compared to the 55 
er 60 at the present time. 

The trouble with rules, however, is that 
they are easy to promulgate and difficult to 
follow. The man in the street can not watch 
the process of prolonging life, and has adopted 

an eat-and-be-merry attitude which embraces

RADIO CONTROL. 


Senator Dill says of the radio control act, 
which was approved yesterday by the Presi- 
dent, that “it is not perfect.’’ ‘In this he is 
although it is the best legislation ob- 
tainable in the circumstances. The wisdom 
of setting up an expensive independent com- 
mission is doubtful, especially since the De- 
partment of Commerce could have handled 
the work with ease. ‘The commission, how- 
ever, was adopted as a compromise, and the 
pill will provide what the public demands, 
namely, a condition of order in radio commu- 
nication, 

Some idea of the task which the new com- 
face may be gained from the 
fact that the transmitting license of 
every broadcasting station in the country will 
be revoked automatically and all transmitters, 
some 18,000 altogether, must apply for 
licenses under the new law. Sixty days will 
be permitted for this, and the Federal com- 
mission will have the authority to renew only 
such licenses as it sees fit, and also to assign 
power outputs, wavelengths, call letters and 
time on the air. Licenses will be revoked in 
the case of more than 725 program broadcast- 
ing stations, 22 transoceanic commercial sta- 
tions, 63 general public coastwise stations, 74 
point-to-point inland public service stations, 
207 point-to-point private commercial stations, 
179 experimental stations, 28 technical and 
training stations, 2,035 ship transmitters and 
nearly 15,000 amateur transmitters. No dif- 
ficulties are anticipated regarding the renewal 
of licenses of any save the program broadcast- 
ing stations, in which class more than 725 are 
operating within a wave band which experts 
say can accommodate only 89 stations properly.

TRANSATLANTIO AIR SERVICE. 


Germany’s plans for regular transatlantic air 
service are about completed. The first route 
will be between Bremen and Hamburg, via the 
Azores, to South America. Twelve all-metal 
seaplanes, each carrying twelve passengers, 
will be put in this service, and the backers are 
confident of success, for the south Atlantic air 
From their 
experiments in the southern Atlantic lanes they 
hope to gain information to assist in organiz- 
ing a north Atlantic service, and it is predicted 
that within two years airplanes will be in regu- 
lar operation between New York and Germany. 

So far as is known there has been made as 
yet no effort to survey the possibilities of com- 
mercial transatlantic fiyving under American 
operation. Notable advances in the field of 
commercial aviation in this‘country have been 
made over the past year. Several long-distance 
passenger, mail and package lines have started 
operations, more are contemplated for this 
summer, and the future of commercial aviation 
between points within the country is beginning 
to take on a rosy hue. ‘Now, however, is the 
time to look beyond the horizon and lay plans 
for transatlantic service, for almost any day 
may bring the information that some other na- 
tion has actually started intercontinental flying 
on a large scale. 


FUNDS FOR BOTANIC 


The general deficiency bill, usually the last 
supply bill of the session, was reported to the 
House from the appropriations committee on 
Tuesday. In it is a clause that is designed 
to put into effect the act to provide for the en- 
largement and relocation of the Botanic gar- 
den, which the President signed on January 
5. But the appropriation carried in the de- 
ficiency bill is insufficient to insure the acqui- 
sition of the two squares of land which that 
act provides shall be purchased. The amount 
necessary to assure the purchase of the land 
and the starting of the work of improvement 
is something over $800,000, but the appropria- 
tions committee has prevideg only $600,000. 
However, the House.is still to pass upon the 
various items of the bill, and in view, of the 
expressed determination of Congress in sup- 
port of the proposed enlargement of the garden 
it is possible that even before the measure 
reaches the Senate an addition will be made. 

Should that not be done it is likely that 
the Senate will make up the deficiency. Sen- 
ator Fess, chairman of the library committee, 
which approved and recommended the original 
measure, is greatly interested in the Botanic 
garden and is unwilling that the great work 
of improvement shall be delayed for another 
year for lack of sufficient funds. He proposes 
to urge as an amendment to the deficiency bill 
the sum that the consulting landscape architect 
suggests as absolutely necessary. Senator 
Warren. chairman of the Senate appropriations 
committee, is understood to favor such action 
as will assure the prompt beginning of the 
improvement and its continuance until com- 
pleted. 


GARDEN. 


IN THE YEAR 2000. 


Scientists of the University of Chicago are 
concerned over the growth of population in the 
United States. Figuring upon the present 
pasis of population, and taking into considera- 
tion the medical success and surgical skill now 
achieved, they predict that there will be more 
than 325,000,000 people in the United States 
by the year 2000. The question then 
will be how to feed and house this multitude, 
particularly if the country continues to use up 
its natural resources as it has in the past. 

The Chicago savants call attention to the 
fact that the country wastes approximately 
115,000,000 tons of coal annually, which could 
be saved by proper utilization of water power. 
They note also a land wastage estimated at 
-$500,000,000 annually caused by landslides 
and washouts, and deplore the fact that sew- 
age is dumped into the rivers and that mil- 
lions are required to clean them out again, 
that forests are being slashed down three times 
as fast as they are grown, and that rivers of 
oil are wasted by carelessness and ignorance.

Conservation, as a national policy, 
was almost unheard of until Roosevelt forced 
it upon public attention. Since then tre- 
mendous strides forward have been made, al- 
though even today the people are profligate in 
the use of natural resources. 

Timber interests are beginning to heed the 
public outcry for reforestation, however, and 
are professing, at least, an interest in provid- 
ing a perpetual source of supply. Since Janu- 
ary, 1910, the increase in. water-power de- 
velopment has amounted to some 7,800,000 
horsepower; in January this year the total 
capacity of water-power plants in the country 
was 11,721,000 horsepower. Licenses now is- 
sued under the Federal water-power act pro- 
vide for the development of an additional 
3,200,000 horsepower in the next ten years, in 


| addition to which there will continue to be new 


developments and increased installations at 
present developments for which no Federal 
authorization is necessary. 

It can not be denied that the conservation 
situation is bad, although the dawn of a new 
era is in sight. Undoubtedly by the year 2000 
the United States will wish that it had started 
to save earlier. What is needed now, however, 
are not painters of gloomy pictures, but indus- 
trial leaders who are willing to put by for re- 
placement of raw materials a small part of to- 
day's profits as insurance against the future. 


THE LATEST BRITISH FAIRS. 


Undismayed by the financial fiasco of the 
Sesquicentennial in Philadelphia, the cities of 
London and Birmingham have just opened 
great fairs, or expositions, to which.the buyers 
of the world are invited. With more than two 
and a quarter billions of adverse trade bal- 
ance against her last year, Great Britain is 
determined to make strenuous efforts to re- 
cover her former place in the world of com- 
merce, and to this end these fairs have just 
been opened. 

London’s exposition is devoted principally 
to the display of small wares of all sorts, while 
that at Birmingham is more closely confined 
to an ocular presentation of the products of 
the machinery plants of that industrial center. 

Invitations to the number of a quarter of a 
million were sent to every country in the 
world, and it is said that the replies thus far 
received indicate that the attendance of pros- 
pective buyers will be very satisfactory to the 
Associated British Industries, which is spon- 
soring the exhibitions. As usual, it is expected 
that the United States will furnish the great- 
est number of visitors, and incidentally cus- 
tomers, while replies to the invitations re- 
ceived from Holland, France, Belgium and 
Switzerland indicate great interest in the 
shows by the people of those countries. 

These two fairs are strictly business ven- 
tures and are designed to bring about the sale 
of British products, with no idea of furnish- 
ing natives or visitors with anything like a 
“gladway”’ or a “midway plaisance.” They re- 
semble great market places rather than the 
of recent years on this 
side of the Atlantic.

SIMPLIFIED PRACTICE. 


The Department of Commerce has just pub- 
lished a small volume which promises to bring 
about such changes in industry as will result 
in the saving of literally hundreds of millions 
of dollars annually. This little volume, which 
is known as the simplified practice primer, as- 
serts that if the simplified practices which it 
Suggests are adopted the result will be an an- 
nual saving of $200,000,000 in the lumber in- 
dustry alone; that $15,000,000 may be saved 
in the matter of index forms; $4,500,000 in 
the manufacture of steel bars used in rein- 
forcing concrete construction; $2,400,000 in 
sheet steel, and $1,000,000 in paving brick. 

Simplified practice, as defined in the 
“primer,” is a collective action of producers, 
distributors and consumers with the coopera- 
tion of the Department of Commerce to elimi- 
nate needless variety in sizes, dimensions and 
types of commonplace articles, to the end that 
production costs may be decreased while the 
efficiency of production is enhanced. 

Differing from general standardization of 
styles and types, the simplified practice at 
which the department aims tends to eliminate 
odd sizes of products for which there is little 
demand. The primer says: 

The history of the simplification move- 
ment is a record of constant abandonment 
of the fallacy that widely diverse or ‘‘odd 
sizes’’ tends to secure competitive advan- 
tages. The passing of this misconception 
had led to a point where today industries 
as a whole are very generally competing 
with other industries through simplifica- 
tion to broaden markets and induce the 


widest possible consumption of their re- 
spective products. 


The division of simplified practice was estab- 
lished in the Department of Commerce in De- 
cember, 1921, to serve as a centralizing agency 
to cooperate with industry in obtaining the 
gains which demonstration had shown were 
possible. Its creation may be said to have been 
a direct outcome of the world war, which 
brought about more uniformity of production 
among American manufacturers than had ever 
before existed. 

While apparently little is known of the work 
of this division of the Department of Com- 
merce, those who are familiar with its opera- 
tions are enthusiastic in praise of the work 
done. 

A movement for simplified practice in any 
line of industry may be initiated by any one 
concerned through an appeal to the department 
for support’ and cooperation, but it is stipu- 
lated that each recommendation must be ac- 
cepted by producers, distributors and con- 
sumers representing at least 80 per cent of 
the annual volume of the industry. ~ 

The department gives a list of more than a 
hundred articles in common use to which the 
principles of simplified practice have been ap- 
plied, with the result of reductions in the num- 
ber of varieties, ranging all the way from 4 
per cent in valve fitting’ sizes to 98 per cent 
in common brick.

THE OIL DELUGE. 


The world this year will produce an 
average of 30,000 barrels of oil a day, 
which is more than a million barrels 
for the whole year, observes the Cleve- 
land Times. Of this amount the 
United States will produce 70 per cent, 
Mexico 8 per cent and the rest of 
North and South America 6 per cent. 

Here is 84 per cent of the world’s pro- 
duction coming from the New World. 
It is a vast deluge of oil that Amer- 
ica is drawing from its well and con- 
suming as rapidly as it is drawn. 

How long will the supply in the 
ground last, and how long will Amer- 
ica retain its leadership? Nobody 
knows. Over and over again experts 
have prophesied the early depletion of 
the petroleum pools, but always new 
pools have been found to swell the pro- 
duction. ‘There are doubtless vast sup- 
plies remaining, yet unknown, in South 
America if not in North America. Asia 
and Africa have been hardly touched 
by the driller and prospector. 

Will it be with oil as with gold, sil- 
ver, tin, copper and iron, which men 
have been taking from the earth since 
without 
exhausting the deposits? Hardly. The 
demand for this new mineral is so over- 
whelming, the search is so keen, the 
methods of exploitation are too effec- 
tive. Most of the people now living 
will probably see the exhaustion of the 
world's oil pools and of its readily 
available shale oil deposits. 

“We should worry!” people say. 
There remains coal, in far greater 
quantities, to make fuel and oil for en- 
gines. After that, alcohol or some- 
thing else. And eventually, perhaps, 
electric power from the sun or the 
ether, Modern man feels sure that 
modern science and energy will al- 
ways find a way.

Keep Washington Beautiful, 

To the Editor of The Post—Sire, J 
have sent the following open letter ta 
Hon. Wesley L. Jones, chairman of the 
Senate committee on commerce: 

“My Dear Senator—iIn answer to 
your letter of February 18, inclosing 
a letter from Commissioner Daugherty 
which explains why Sixteenth street is 
the most desirable thoroughfare for 
the use of heavy traffic, I answer as 
follows: 

“1. It goes without saying that true 
commercialism deserves every consider- 
ation, being the backbone of the coun- 
try for fine work and national pros- 
perity. It is quite a different affair 
when another kind of so-called com- 
mercialism, like a vulture, attacks 
throughout the country the most beau- 
tiful of city residential thoroughfares, 
leaving them no longer desirable for 
private homes or as adding a most 
important item in the way of city 
beautification. 

“2. Private homes are the ideal places 
for the bringing up of children and the 
making of our best American citizena, 
Whatever rights speculators may 
have in other American cities to convers 
all thoroughfares into commercial 
streets only, they have no such right 
in Washington, a town of ample open 
spaces for private homes and necessary 
commercial traffic, 

“3. The small area of ground pur» 
chased for the sole use of our Federal 
government was planned for beautiful 
public buildings, also for beautiful 
homes for those connected with the 
government, including beautiful homes 
for foreign diplomats. There was no 
idea whatever of turning the beautiful 
District of Columbia into ground for 
private profiteering and general com- 
mercial exploitation, and especially for 
the kind of commercialism that preys 
on what is already most beat{tiful in 
town. 

“4. The former kinds of truck 
hicles drawn by horses were less objec- 
tionable than the new motive power 
kind, which may provide vehicles of 
any size. The larger, taller and heavier 
they are, the greater the profit. They 
belong only to railway tracks; other- 
wise they quickly destroy asphalt 
paving, for which damage citizens pay 
the taxes; their noises on residential 
streets prevent normal sleep; the vibra- 
tion caused by them undermines foun- 
dations of buildings and shakes down 
plastering; their lower rate of speed 
tends to block automobiles of greater 
speed. They destroy privacy of second 
story windows. 

“5. Sixteenth street, with nearby 
parallel streets (commercial streets as 
well), is happily exempt from needs 
of heavy trucking of any kind. Prob- 
ably every householder owns his pri- 
vate automobile; if more is needed 
in the way of public bus trucking, 
the Fourteenth street railway car line 
is ample. Other railway car lines run 
through Sixteenth street at Columbia 
road and U street. For trucks reaching 
Florida avenue from the west side they 
can select several paved streets of easy 
grade west of Sixteenth street (Ontario 
road, Champlain street, &c.), thence 
running to Columbia road (a business 
thoroughfare) to Fourteenth street, 
also a business thoroughfare of easy 
grade. Business thoroughfares can be 
broadened, as at Thirteenth street, if 
this heavy truck system is to be re- 
tained, and for possible future use. 
From the east side of town, trucks can 
go up Fourteenth street from Florida 
avenue, also an easy grade. 

“Champs Elysees, the most beautiful 
residence avenue in the 
ligiously guarded for its beauty and 
general protection. No commercial 
vehicles of any kind are allowed there. 

ixteenth street (which should be 
called Presidents avenue), though not 
as broad as Champs Elysees, is similarly 
situated in being a _ broad central 
thoroughfare leading to a great park. 
It should be similarly retained as a 
beautiful private driveway only. Being 
a first class National Capital, such a 
great central driveway is really of great 
importance, and especially when private 
motor cars are already counted by 
thousands. 

“I am glad to call the attention of 
Congress to another embarrassing situa- 
tion. In what is called the Meridian 
Hill section of Sixteenth street are 
located, owned and maintained six 
foreign diplomatic residences. They 
should be guarded from absolutely 
unnecessary intolerable nuisances. I 
applied to the city government for 
consideration. The reply was similar 
to that indicated in the letter you 
inclose. I next applied to the State 
Department. In a personal letter from 
Mr. Kellogg, he tells me that the State 
Department could not act for private 
citizens alone; it could only act for 
grievances indicated by foreign diplo- 
mats themselves. 

“You can readily see that their 
foreign governments might disapprove 
of complaints coming from them, in 
that they are in a way guests of our 
nation, and any possible criticism of 
our city government would also be 
especially discourteous and unpardon- 
able.

Mix and sift together 2 cups of flour, 
4 teaspoonfuls of baking powder, a half 
teaspoonful of salt, and work into this 
after the fashion of biscuits, 2 tea- 
spoonfuls of butter. Moisten these in- 
gredients with a cup of sweet milk arrd 
cut the liquid into, the dry materials 
with a Knife. Take the mixture up 
by spoonfuls and drop it over the top 
of the stew, arranging the dropped 
spoonfuls like a pan of biscuit with a 
row around the edge and a spoonful 
or so in the center. It is necessary for 
the success of dumplings that the cover 
be not removed until twelve minutes 
have passed after they have been placed 
on the stew. Cover the pot closely, turn 
the fire so that the pot does not boil 
hard, and let steam-for twelve minutes. 
Be sure that enough moisture, or liq- 
uid, rather, is in the stew, so that the 
whole does not burn dry. 

The meat and vegetables should be 
covered to the depth of two inches at 
least. The dumplings tend to thicken 
the‘ liquid so it is not mecessary to 
thicken the gravy when the dumplings 
are removed.

Whole 
wheat flour has been milled in a man- 
ner allowing it to retain its inner 
coating of bran only, while Graham 
fiour has been allowed to retain both 
the inner and outer coatings of bran. 
You may notice that Graham flour 
always has the Graham spelled with a 
capital. This is because it takes its 
mame after Dr. Graham, of Boston, 
Mass. The question may arise in your 
mind as to just what the difference be- 
tween whole wheat and white flour 
may be. If I remember Moceger

the wheat would not be light or white, 
and so, for purely commercial reasons 
just 73 per cent of the entire kernel is 
converted into flour. The rest of the 
wheat grain is removed. Whole wheat 
flour has removed from it the germ of 
the wheat grain and a coating of the 
bran. All white flour has no germ and 
no bran and is finely milled. This soft 
white product has come to be known 
as bolted flour, and from its production 
a quarter of the grain of the wheat is 


stock. The variations in the milling 
of flours are well worth consideration, 


supply food to our dependents judi- 


ciously or haphazardly. If we know in 
detail all that there is to know about 
these staple products we shall know 
whether we should, for health’s sake, 
use one or the other. True, not all 
homemakers can be experts in the food 
line, or even accomplish a complete 
understanding of the values of the

Wash well and 
remove any waste and tie securely in a 
piece of thin linen, muslin or cheese- 
cloth. Place on an inverted saucer (an 
old one) in the bottom of a large ket- 
tle, half cover w ie water, cover close- 
ly and cook over low fire for a half- 
hour. Remove i hot platter (after 
draining and removing the cloth), and 
surround with white sauce to which 
has been added two hard-boiled eggs 
chopped fine. Season the sauce well 
with salt and pepper and butter. 

The rest of the recipes need no ex- 
plaining. The dessert is, we remember, 
sliced oranges allowed to stand for a 
while, with:small amount of sugar and 
some cocoanut sprinkled over and 
mixed in with them. 

We were to have had recipes for 
sandwich spreads and ways to use 
maple sugar today. We shall have to 
take these matters up in the near 
future, probably on Saturday of this 
week.

Commission to Pass on All 
Broadcasting Problems 
During Current Year. 


NOMINATIONS EXPECTED 
IN PRESENT CONGRESS | 


Fletatetery Powe Will Pass to 
Secretary of Commerce 
After Twelve Months. 


(By the Associated Press.) 


Designed to clear up chaotic condi- 
tions in the air, the radio control bill 
yesterday finally became a law with 
the signature of President Coolidge. 
The law, as enacted by Congress after 
months of effort, was a compromise 
between the House and Senate. 

A commission of five members to have 
complete control of radio communica- 
tion for one year is provided. After that 
time injtial control will pass to the 
Secretary Of Commerce, but the com- 
mission will! pass on controversies re- 
ferred by him, or on appeals from par- 
ties dissatisfied with his rulings. 

The President is expected to desig- 
nate the members of the commission 
within the next few days and send 
their names to the Senate for approval 
before adjournment of the present con- 
zressional session 


Will Classify Stations. 


The commission will have 
to classify radio stations, prescribe the 
nature of their service, assign wave 
lengths and station locations, regulate 
apparatus and prevent’ interference 
between stations. 

Another of its tasks will be’to pre- 
ent monopolization in radio com- 
munication and to end discrimination 
and excessive charges for transmission. 
Under the law the Secretary of the 
Navy is authorized to use all govern- 
ment radio stations for transmission 
and reception of press messages. 

The legislation, its sponsors contend, 
will meet all the needs that have de- 
veloped since the Commerce Depart- 
ment discovered last summer that it 
was without authority under the wire- 
less act of 1912 to regulate radio 
broadcasting. 


800 Names Suggested 


For Radio Commission

With the sun going down last night 
upwards of 800 names had been men- 
tioned as candidates for the new na- 
tional radio commission. 

It appears, however, to be a case of 
many being mentioned but few con- 
sidered. There are five of these $10,000 
commissionerships, representing that 
many zones into which the United 
States has been divided based upon the 
density of listening population. It is 
understood that Secretary Hoover is 
assisting the President in sorting out 
the applicants. 

Inasmuch as Senator Watson, of In- 
diana, is the chairman of the commit- 
tee to which the Senate will refer the 
nominations it is understood that he is 
taking more than passing interest in 
the matter. This again brings the sup- 
posed difference between Senator Wat- 
son and Mr. Hoover into the picture, 
and it is said that Mr. Watson will en- 
deavor to see to it that no one is con- 
firmed who may appear to bear the 
Hoover hallmark. 

It is Known that Senator Dill, co- 
author of the bill, although a Demo- 
crat, is also being consulted by those 
candidates apprehensive of senatorial 
confirmation.

The Senate District subcommittee

BRITAIN THREATENS 
BREAK WITH SOVIET 


(CONTINUED FROM PAGE 1.) 


out the British as their arch enemies 
among the hated foreigners. 

The British protest covers all phases 
of these difficulties. Sir Austen Cham- 
berlain starts bluntly: “Sir, the rela- 
tions between the British government 
and the union of soviet socialist re- 
publics continue notoriously of an un- 
satisfactory nature.” 

He continues through 2,000 words 
of detailed charges, supported by 
lengthy appendices, speeches by M. 
Tchitcherin, the Russian foreign min- 
ister, and other soviet officials, hostile 
extracts from the bolshevik press and 
communist manifestos; then concludes 
by warning that “there are limits be- 
yond which it is dangerous to drive 
public opinion in Great Britain,” and 
that a continuance of the breaches of 
the agreement sooner or later will 
cause a break between the two coun- 
tries. 

One of the most important sections 
of the note charges the soviet govern- 
ment with full responsibility for the 
campaign of slander and defamation 
of Great Britain, and says that so long 
as the present rulers of soviet Russia, 
“be they technical members of the gov- 
ernment or members of the political 
bureau, which is the dominating au- 
thority in the soviet union, or its Am- 
bassadors abroad, persist in defaming 
Great Britain or advocating a world 
revolution, no improvement in Anglo- 
Russian relations is possible.” 

The note recalls that on June 4, 1923, 
the soviet signed an agreement under- 
taking not to support, by funds or oth- 
erwise, agencies aiming to spread dis- 
content or rebellion in any part of 
the British empire, and sets forth the 
warning contained in Ramsay MacDon- 
ald’s note of October 24, 1924, declaring 
that no government ever would tolerate 
an arrangement with a government 
which plotted revolution for its over- 
throw. Despite previous warnings, the 
note continues, the British government 
has been compelled frequently to pro- 
test constant violations of the agree- 
ment. 

Attention is called to the hostility of 
the soviet press, and the document 
cites “the grossly insulting and menda- 
clous cartoon in Isvestia depicting 
Chamberlain applauding the execution 
of Lithuanian communists. The note 
forestalls charges that Great Britain 
is engaged in propaganda against the 
soviets, saying that Britain is well aware 
of the delusion by which M. Tchitcherin 
is obsessed, and declaring this is as 
illogical as it is ill-founded, and is 
based on rooted hostility and credulity 
in false reports. 

“Despite the soviet government’s pub- 


| |lic protestations of friendship,” the note 


declares, “the highest officials defame 
and misrepresent Great Britain, even 
‘chitcherin himself participating in this 
campaign.” 

Even more aggressive in its hostility 
toward the British empire is the po- 
litical bureau which, the note insists, is 
“the real government in Russia, and 
can not escape identification as such, 
despite all assertions to the contrary.” 

Bukharin’s speech before the com- 
munist international is cited, including 
the statement by that soviet official 
that “the English miners’ strike and 
the national revolution in China are, it 
seems to me, the chief spots the com- 
munist party must apply its efforts.” 

It is declared that this attack re- 
ceived direct approval of the Russian 
Premier *ykoff. 

“Such” ,uotations,” says the protest, 
“illustrate the futility of the pretense 
that the attacks on British interests in 
China were not instigated and not di- 
rected by the soviet union.” 

“The British government,” says the 
note in conclusion, “trusts that this 
protest and warning will be received 
by the union of soviet socialist repub- 
lics with the attention they require and 
that no further cause for complaint 
may be given.”’ 

Sir Austen Chamberlain’s action in 
issuing the warning to Russia had the 
approval of the cabinet. 

Sir Austen stated in the house of 
commons today that he had again pro- 
tested, on February 14, to the Russian 
charge d’affaires against the soviet’s 
anti-British propaganda. throughout 
the British empire. Since then he had 
noticed no diminution in the hostility 
of the soviet authorities.

“PASSING THE MEASLES.” 


MOTHER writes: At this time each 
year mothers spend a great deal 
of their time trying to figure out 

how and where their children caught 
the measles. Please write as to passing 
the measles and as to whether it is 
more contagious before or after the 
rash appears, and how long it is actu- 
ally contagious. 

At the moment there are several cases | 
in my apartment building, all blamed | 
on me, although I kept strict quaran- 
tine. 


REPLY. 


So far as we know measles is caught 
from cases of measles, and in no other 
way. The incubation period is one week 
to ten days. By incubation period is 
meant the time elasping between 
breathing the measles microbes and the 
beginning of symptoms of measles. 


During the last two or three days of 
this incubation period, the person pres- 
ently, to become sick is capable of in- 
fecting others. After measles starts 
with a dry cough and a very slight fever 
there is a period of about two days in 
which the sick person has no eruption, 
but in which he is highly infective. 

Some children get measles from ex- 
posure to children during these last 
days of the incubation period, and 
many contract it from exposure to 
coughers who are still free from measles | 
eruption. 

My guess is that the children in 
your building were exposed to your 
children either before the latter got 
sick or after they started coughing, 
but before the eruption appeared. The 
way to decide is to recall what the 
various children were doing, where 
they were, and whom they met during, 
say, two or three days, beginning ten 
days before the first cough and fever. 
That ought either to clear or convict 
you. 

There may be typical cases of measles 
that never develop eruption and, there-

The usual isolation period for 
measles is four weeks. It is generally 
thought that this is too long and 
could be shortened with advantage. 
Before long, health officers will be 
setting a shorter period. They are 
holding back because they want more 
facts as to how short the period can 
be with safety. 

There is some evidence that experi- 
mental measles is not infective after 
the eruption appears. On the other 
hand, there is some evidence that hu- 
man measles is infective for about two

pensive vessels than capital ships. 
But the point which the Italian gov- 


ernment stresses and seeks to present 
in convincing fashion is the imprac- 
ticability of Italy’s participating in the 
proposed conference while France re- 
mains absent. And Mussolini apparent- 
ly counts on the hope that the United 
States government will see this matter 
from the Italian viewpoint and there- 
fore not take Italy’s refusal to partici- 
pate as an ungracious act. 

There is no reason why Italy should 
not confidentially inform the United 
States of the facts set forth in the 
secret memorandum or note, it is ex- 
plained. Such communications are 
secret in the sense that they are for 
the information exclusively of the gov- 
ernment of the United States and are 
held so confidential that even their ex- 
istence is not referred to officially. In 
one sense, the Italian government's pri- 
vate reason for refusing the President’s 
proposal is comparable to a report 
which Henry P. Fletcher, the American 
Ambassador at Rome, might make to 
Secretary Kellogg for the Secretary's 
information. 

The British reply to the President's 
proposal will be the next important de- 
velopment and may have a decisive ef- 
fect on the President’s plan to continue 
or abandon his project. Under-Secre- 
tary Grew said yesterday that no word 
had been received to indicate when the 
British reply will be forthcoming. 
The expectation is that it will be 
favorable. ; 

But the wording of this reply may 
be such as to encourage or discourage 
a three-power conference. Consequent- 
ly, there will undoubtedly be sound- 
ings taken in advance and more evi- 
dences of secret diplomatic discussions 
and maneuvers before the British re- 
ply, in final — reaches Washing- 
ton.

Discussion and consideration of the 
109 prayers, submitted by attorneys in 
the Patrolman Leo W.K. Busch murder 
trial, consumed both sessions yester- 
day in criminal court No. 2. At the 
conclusion of proceedings Justice Will- 
iam Hitz announced he would take un- 
der advisement the prayers passed upon 
and decide today whether he would 
submit them to the jury. 

“I think that manslaughter, gelf- 
defense and both degrees of murder are 
in this case,” Justice Hitz said in mak- 
ing his decision, “but if these prayers 
only contribute to the confusion in 
this case, I will deny them all and 
charge the jury in my own way.” 

Patrolman Busch was wounded in the 
Grant circle gun battle last Septem- 
ber 26 and died two days later in 
Garfield hospital. John Cline Proctor, 
Nicholas Lee Eagles, Samuel Moreno 
and Jahn F. McCabe are accused by 
the government of participation in the 
fray 


Widow Brings Coat. 


At the outset of proceedings the 
clamor which defense counsel has raised 
since the start of the trial for the pro- 
duction of the raincoat Busch wore 
when he was shot, was appeased. Mrs. 
Busch, widow of the dead patrolman, 
was called to the stand, bringing the 
coat with her. 

Attired in somber mourning, the 
young widow testified in a low voice 
which more than once gave a hinting 
of the grief she was surpressing. She 
said her husband wore the coat when 
he departed for duty the night before 
the battle and she came in possession 
of the coat the following morning in 
Garfield hospital. 

Justice Hitz denied all motions and 
prayers for a directed verdict, at the 
beginning of the discussion. The fol- 
lowing mumber of prayers were sub- 
mitted—by the government, 6; Eagles, 
45; Moreno, 35; McCabe, 22, and Proc- 
tor, 1. The government’s requests 
were based mainly on the law of first 
and second degree murder. Eagles’ and 
Moreno’s prayers were in the main 
based on manslaughter, while McCabe's 
were for acquittal. Proctor’s prayers 
sought to show each man was respon- 
sible for his own act in the battle 
and there was no conspiracy.

HEAD SEEKING RECEIVER 


Insufficient Cash to Pay 
Pressing Claims, Is Plea 
Made to Court. 


FIRM DECLARED SOLVENT 


Ross P. Andrews, president of the 
R. P. Andrews Paper Co., Inc., which 
has several stores in Washington and 
one in York, Pa., petitioned the equity 
court yesterday to appoint a receiver 
to take charge of the affairs of the 
corporation and operate it as a going 
concern. According to the petition 
presented for Andrews by Attorney 
M. D. Rosenberg, the corporation is 
solvent, having assets valued at $848,- 
719 and debts, exclusive of the capital 
stock of $100,000, amounting to $696,- 
407. 

The difficulty with which the cor- 
poration now is faced is, according to 
the petition, a lack of cash to pay off 
the most pressing claims. The real 
and personal property of the corpora- 
tion can not ordinarily be used for 
this purpose unless at a sacrifice, it 
is stated. 

It is explained that the circum- 
stances which caused Andrews to ap- 
ply for the appointment of a receiver 
are beyond his control and that of the 
corporation. The latter, according to 
Mr. Andrews’ petition, “finds itself 
embarrassed in its inability to pay 
present obligations without greatly 
sacrificing its personal and real prop- 
erty, as the cash on hand is insuf- 
ficient for this purpose.” 

Unless the court intervenes and ap- 
points a receiver, the corporation js 
threatened with disaster, it was stated, 
as some of the larger creditors are in- 
sisting upon payment and may sue if 
not paid. Further conduct of the bus; 
iness under present conditions will re- 
sult in loss to both creditors and 
stockholders, Andrews declared. He 
says that he owns 771 shares of the 
capital of 1,000 shares and that 11 
other stockholders, most of them res- 
idents of the District, own the bal- 
ance.
